I bog  to  present  the  Annuel  P.oport  on  the  Health  of  the  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1948,  ny  second  sine  my  appointment  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  April,  1949* 

Your  Nodical  Officers  of  Health  for  this  period,  rare  Dr.  T.G. 
"■illis  (January  - July  1948)  and  Dr.  Aitchinson  (July  - December  1948),  and 
owing  to  the;  shortness  of  my  stay  in  this  area  it  is  not  possible  for  me  to 
gi^  other  than  a general  survey  with  the  records  at  my  disposal. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  cauo  into  force  in  July 
of  this  year  exactly  100  years  since  the  public  holth  services  received  their 
first  statutory  recognition  i.c.  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1848.  The-  origin 
of  public  health  legislation  can  br  traced  to  the  cholera  epidemic  - ,-hich 
ravaged  England  in  1831  and  gradually,  from  the  sanitary  reforms  which  had 
boon  contingent  solely  on  the  fe  ar  of  disease;  area-  the  belief  that  the  corn- 
unit’/  working  through  the  organisation  of  the  State  must  taka  its  part  in 
protecting  th'  poor,  the  sick  and  the  vroak.  The  National  He  • .1th  Service  Act 
deals  comprehensively  with  the  personal  health  services  and  is  the  outcome  of 
a change  in  attitude  of  the  public  t Gerards  health,  the  r-.c-  nt  war  from  which 
many  public  he  alth  lessons  of  p rmanont  value  have  boon  learned  acting  as  a 
impetus  to  speed  up  the  provision  of  those  services • 

It  should  bo  stressed,  howov  r,  that  our  present  social  services 
should  bo  regarded  as  an  adjuvant  and  not  an  ALte  motive  to  family  responsib- 
ility, and  unless  these  services  arc  used  rrith  reason  the  comparative  case  of 
transferring  family  responsibility  to  a local  or  central  authority  may  cause 
family  unity  to  suffer.

Although  there  has  been  a decline  in  the  birth  rate  for  the  year  1948, 
it  is  pertinent  to  point  out  that  there  has  also  been  a pronounced  reduction  in 
the  death  rat . , and.  it  can  bo  soon  from  the  procodins  table  that  there  is  a 
resulting  arithmetical  increase  in  tho  population. 

The  conparativ:  ly  high  death  rate  and  low  birth  rat-  in  contrast  to 
similar  figures  for  the  r gt  of  England  & Sales  could  be  statistically  explain-:. d 
by  a higher  percentage  of  old  poopl'  in  th.'  area  due  to  the  migration  of  young 
adults.  On  tho  other  hand  there  has  also  b- •■on  a fall  in  the  birth  rate  for  tho 
whole  of  tho  country  this  year,  and  it  is  tempting  to  spoculato  on  tho  relation- 
ship between  any  incentive  for  family  procreation  and  the  present  high  cost  of 
living,

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  (Perrier  PAD.) 
in  1936  mas  36,  and  the  continued  decline  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  should 
give  cause  for  some  satisfaction,  but  it  La  significant  that  0 out  o£  the  ~J 
infant  deaths  during  the  year  1948,  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life. 
Prematurity  still  remains  as  one  of  the  gravest  menaces  to  the  life  of  an  infant, 

and  it  is  the;  practice  in  this  area  for  mid-rive  a to  notify  the  Area  Health  Office 

of  all  births  vhere  an  infant  v-oighod  g lbs,  or  less.  These;  infants  arc  classed 
as  pro-mature  infants,  and  their  management  in  the  homo  is  supervised  by  the 
Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer.  Infant  deaths  during  the  first  48  hours  arc 
in  the  main  due  to  asphyxia,  cerebral  trauma  (injury  to  th  brain  as  a result 
of  delivery)  and  c:>;tr  .-me  pro  maturity  vh.  ro  the  only  ans-xr  is  prevention.  The 
true  value  of  improved  medical  and  nursing  earo  is  b r.t  demonstrated  in  the 
period  following  this  “hen  d aths  from  infection  can  bo  prevented.  All  infants 
arc  vary  suscoptablo  to  infects  oils , and  it  should  b<  stressed  that  scrupulous 
cleanliness  should  bo  practised  throughout.

C-  H N H PAL  PROVISION  OF  KB  A LTH  SERVICES. 

KATBRNTTY  & CHT  LD  7FLFAPB . 

No  groat  change  in  the  administration  of  these  services  in  this  area 
has  occurred  since  5th.  July,  1948  (th  data  on  orhich  the  National  Health  &r  rvico 
Act,  1940  became  operative)  • Domiciliary  Nursing,  however,  ceased  on  this  dato  to 
bo  administer  d by  tb  • District  Nursing  Association  and  now  comes  und  er  the  control 
of  tho  Cornwall  County  Council,  who  nploy  all  Health  Visitors,  Hidwives  and  District 
Nurses.  On  Doconbor,  1948  thoro  wr--  11  District  Nurse  MLdwivos  employed  to  servo 
this  area. 


Doing  to  tho  rural  nature  of  this  district  it  is  doubtful  v/hethor 
infant  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  wore  practicable,  and  domiciliary  services 
were-  undertaken  in  proforcnco.  Apart  from  a fee, 7 oaorgoncy  midwifery  cases  which 
have  be.  n admitted  to  Holston  Cottage  Hospital,  the  bulk  of  patients  requiring 
hospital  accommodation  for  their  confinements  are  transferred  to  the  Hatornity  Unit 
at  the  Canborno-Hodruth  .minor's  & General  Hospital.  Not  all  eases  delivered  in 
Hospital  howvor,  are  abnormal  cases  and  a largo  proportion  of  520 there  are  removed 
to  Hospital  because  of  poor  homo  conditions  7ri.ri.ch  may  make  delivery  at  homo  difficult 
or  dangerous,  Tfoorgcncy  obstetrical  cas  s from  this  area  and  more  especially  from 
those  districts  not  immediately  surrounding  Gamborno-Rcdru.th  may  require  emergency 
treatment  prior  to  their  transfer  to  the  maternity  Unit  at  Redruth.  In  order  to 
cover  these  incidents  a "Flying  Squad"  capable  of  transporting  specialist  medical 
and  nursing  personnel  fully  equipped  with  blood  transfusion  apparatus  is  stationed 
at  the  Unit  in  Redruth,  but  the  number  of  tines  this  "Flying  Squad"  has  been  used 
happily  indicate  that  those  emerge not  s are  infrequent. 

HO^id  HELP  O.TRVTCP. 


Tho  Homo  Help  Service  ms  introduced  in  this  County  on  5th.  Tuly,  1948, 
ns  part  of  tho  National  Health  Service-  Act,  1946,  its  purpose  being  in  tho  main  to 
reduce  th-  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation  by  providing  domestic  assistance  in 
tho  homo  during  sickness  or  confinement.  Priority  of  need  is  given  to  maternity 
ens.s  end  r c every  in  whole  or  part  of  their  mages  (paid  by  the  County  Council)  is 
made  from  the  persons  availing  themselves  of  this  service  according  to  choir  finan- 
cial position, 

AT-PULAKl7'  service. 

Prior  to  5th.  Tuly,  1948,  tho  Ambulance  Service  within  this  aroa  was 
operated  by  tho  St,  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  Since  that  date,  however,  tho 
Cornwall  County  Council  have  become  responsible  for  its  administration  and  the  bulk 
of  ambulance  requests  between  the  hours  of  7 a.m.  to  7 p.n,  on  re  okdaya  <*  Saturdays 
until  1 p.n.  are  answered  by  the  County  Ambulance  Service  situated  at  “Tolvcan" 

Depot,  Pod. ruth,  but  in  cases  of  emergency  the  St.  John's  Ambulance-  at  Holston  is 
used.  During  the  hours  p.n.  to  7 a. a.  on  weekdays  and  during  the  weekends  the 
St.  John's  Ambulance  Service  is  utilised  and  payment  is  made  by  the  County  Council 
to  tho  Brigade  for  those  services,

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  wore  no  cases  of  typhoid  fewer, 
paratyphoid  fever,  ccrobro-spinal  fever  or  puerperal  pyrexia  during  the  year,  and 
cas  you  can  see  from  tho  preceding  table  tb.ro  was  also  a doorcase  in  the  incidence 
of  whooping  cough,  (35  cases  in  1948  compared  with  80  cases  in  1 947 ) . However, 
measles  and  whooping  cough  still  r main  the  most  fatal  of  the;  common  infectious 
diseases  of  childhood  and  it  is  recorded  that  thcr  was  one  female  death  from 
whooping  cough  during  tho  year. 


On  tho  whole  this  area  has  remained  relatively  free  from  acute 
poliewy;  litis  (infantile  paralysis),  and  v n in  the  year  1947  which  was  remarkable 
for  the-  < pi  domic  affecting  the  country  as  a whole,  no  cases  were  recorded  from 
this  area . During  the  year  1943,  howevf  r,  one  case,  a male,  was  recorded  as 
having  contracted  a fatal  form  of  the  disease.  Our  present  methods  of  control  of 
poliomyelitis  arc  disappointing  as  the  uncertainty  of  the  mode  of  ir  nsmi esion ' 
coupled  with  tho  knowledge  that  vast  numbers  of  persons  become  h-  althy  earrv  ra 
during  any  outbreak  makes  isolation  of  contacts  of  little  value.  Tt  is  usual  to 
isolat  only  the.-  children  in  any  infected  ho  us  hold  and  to  allow  adults,  other 
than  those  whoso  occupations  involve  food  handling,  to  continu-  their  .very  ! .;/ 

' fork • As  these  healthy  carriers  nay  xcroto  the  virus  orally  or  in  their  faeces 
tho  need  for  scrupulous  cleanliness  in  tho  handling  of  food  should  bo-  impressed 
upon  everyone , Only  too  frequently  ar  '■  the  simple  lessons  of  hygiene;  taught  to 
us  in  school  allowed  to  lapse  at  home  or  at  work.  (o,g.  thorough  washing  of  hands 
before  meals  and  after  using  tho  'V.C. ) • 


DTPHTHEPIA . 

Prom  the  nature  of  tho  records  at  ny  disposal  a case  for  intensifying 
the  campaign  against  diphtheria  is  apparent,  but  it  is  only  fair  to  state  that 
these  records  are  most  c.  rtainly  inccmpl;  teg  and  that  a larg  r proportion  of  the 
child  population  is  immunised  against  diphtheria  than  our  r cords  would  lead  us 
to  believe . On  tho  other  hand,  however,  it  is  obvious  from  th  following  table 
after  making  allowances  for  incomplete  recording  that  quite  a large  proportion 
of  children  arc  not  yet  imnunie  .d.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  this  area  .-  t the  end  of 
the  year  1948,  was  74  of  which  14  wor  f-resh  cases  notified  during  that  year. 
There  wore  8 deaths  attributed  to  tuberculosis  of  which  5 w re  mal  ;s  and  3 '.'/or. 
females,  giving  a death  rate  of  1,000  population  of  .40 

There  are  no  tuberculosis  clinics  in  this  area  and  cases  are  referred 
to  those  clinics  situated  at  Helston,  Falmouth,  Penzance  or  wodruth  (Tuckingnill ) 
which  aver  is  tho  nearest.  Those  clinics  arc  supervised  and  attended  by  the. 
County  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  those  patients  requiring  inpatient  treatment  arc 
referred  to  tho  San  itorium  at  Tohidy,
